Latin word "nurtnor," by which 
rimilar playtfainga wen known to 
the boys of Rome 2,000 yean ago. 
Some mtrblei we made of potter's 
clay and baked io u oven just as 
earthenware is baked, but mutt of 
them are made of a hard kind «f 
•tone found in Saxooy, Genuny* 
Marbles are manufactured there in 
great numbers »nd sent to all parts 
of tie world, even to China, for the 
use of the Chine* children. 
The 


atone ia broken op wiUja hammer 
into aquare pieces, which are then 
ground round in a mill. The mill 
has a fixed dab of stone, with its 
surface full of little grooves or fur- 
rows. Above this a flat block of 
oak wood of the same flue as the 
stone is made to turn round rapidly, 
and while turning little streams of 
water run in the grooves and keep 
the mill from getting too hot. About 
one hundred of the squire pieces of 
stone are put into the groove* at 
once, and in a few minutes aw mad* 
round and polished by the wooden 
block. 


China and white marble alto are 


used to make the round rollers 
which have delighted the bearta of 
the boys of all nations for hundreds 
of years. 
Marbles thus mails' are 


known to the boys aa "chinas" or 
''alleys." Eeal china one* are mad* 
of porcelain-clay, and baked like 
cbinavraw or pottery. Some of them 
haw« pearly ghee, and M<B* «£ 
painted in variew colon, wkkh win 
not tab off, beauae they n* baked 
in just «» the pictures are on plate 
and other tableware. 


Qlaat marbles are known at "«g- 


ates." They are made of both dejp 
aod colored glaa*. The femur ai* 
made by taking up a little melted 
okas on the end of an iron rod and 
making it round bytappiuit into 
a round mold, which eksbsa &»*r by 
whirling it artmnd tin i*ad until 
the glass* made iatoa IMfrball. 
Sometimes the figure of * dog, or 
fqoirrel, or kitten, or^omrothtt ob- 
ject is put on the «nd of tbi red tad 
when it ia dipped into the~ine)tat 
glass the glass flows att around it, 
and when the marble ia done the 
animal can be seen ahut-«p»it.

idaa what it means, For example, an 
American (they impose more on us than 
on their own people) may give a washer- 
woman his linen.

The victim will, on investigation, find 
tbat the laundress, having been invited 
to a christening, a dance, or a bull-fight, 
has pawned his clothing to get money 
to buy finery for tbe festive occasion.

impression among persons in that city 
that the brtetins iiamd Kgarding the 
ptasident'a *ondisMii If* more or less 
'colored re* the puijfcarof allaying pub- 
lic apprehension 
He also ssys that 


many persons incline to tbe opinion 
that the original telegrams sent from 
time to time to Drs. Agnew aad Ham- 
ilton, the consulting physicians, regard- 
ing the president's oaadition, an not 
given out for publication, and that the 
telegrams purporting to be copies of 
those sent the consulting physicians a»e 
prepared for the parposs of preventing 
say undue ei»ites»eat, sad ciassquent- 
ly do not give tbe condition of the 
president as it really appears. These 
theories, if they do exist, are entirely 
erroneous, inasmuch as tbe official bul- 
letins issued ar* written if the physi- 
cians in charge, and contain the presi- 
dent's true condition at the time of 
their issuance. The same plan is adopt- 
ed with regard to the information that 
is dispatched to tbe consulting physi- 
cians. In both- instances tbe contents 
are Invariably telegraphed to the press 
from the original copies. U is not the 
intention of the attending pbysieisos to 
express any opinion in the bulletins is- 
sued, but merely to convey to the pub- 
lic the patient's true condition from 
tim* to time.

• Qus of the four attsaafog fMcisaa 


is constantly by the president s bedside. 
He is watched unceasingly by the med- 
ical attendants as well as by the nuns*. 
The three main points now aimed at in 
bis treatment are*. First; 40 keep the 
system up, and not let it fall in any 
particular; second, to constantly watch 
the symptoms and act promptly as they 
make it advisable; third, to see that 
the president is kept as comfortable 
sod cheerful as possible. All danger 
from secondary bemorrbagii* consid- 
ered over. There is bnf little fear of 
blood poison by the physicians. 
The 


pus discharged from the wound is of 
such a chsracter DOW as makes it almost- 
impossible that there should be blood- 
poisoning. 
In short, the whole case 


and every symptom ia so encouraging 
that physicians do s»t fcsisiute to say 
that they are confident of ultimate re- 
sovery. The president will talk now 
and then, but he says very few words— 
nothing like conversation is allowed 
him. 
His principal talking is giving 


directions to Mr. Crump about the ar- 
rangements of-his bed and other details, 
of the sick room. 


One of his physicians said to a re- 


porter to-day: "While I may unhesitat- 
ingly say that tbe president is doing 
firstrate, and that wa could nawnably 
wish nothing more fsvorable,.!t is by 
no means to be iaptitd tkat hi* ij cer- 
tain to recover. It ia very distressing 
to see tbe genersl confidence assumed 
by everybody, when confidence may any 
day and hour in the day be destroyed 
in a breath.

Yes- 
terday Qniteaa complained that the 
prison food had disagreed with him and 
bad given him indigestion, but said tbe 
jailer had refused to give him any bet- 
ter, and be waa getting used to U now 
Ha sticks to tbe declaration that he was 
inspired to Lilt the president to save 
the Republican party . that tbe presi- 
dent had divided the party and lie saw 
that the great party could never again 
be united under President, Qarfiold, 
hence his inspiration was tliat it was 
better to sacrifice the president than 
the party. Uuiteau says the inspira- 
tion of the assassination first came to 
him just after Ceukling and Platt re- 
signed , that he once went to the White 
House to-sboot the presidential could 
not shoot without endangering others, 
and deferred it. 


Yesterday he referred to his visit to
